Robbins inquired 
if there had been a vote in the past six months on any measure to reduce CIA 
appropriations. I replied that CIA appropriations are never voted on on the 
floor, and that there had been votes on whether the CIA budget should be 
publicized and on restricting CIA funds for certain purposes, but that to my 
knowledge there has not been a vote on the floor of either House which would 
have reduced CIA appropriations. 


Zm Called Bob Bedell, OGC/OMB, and 

inquired as to the coordination by OMB on H. R. 12471, amending the Freedom 
of Information Act, following the President's veto. According to Bedell, 
the President will propose compromise amendments, and the Agency will be 
included in the coordination to formulate an Executive position. Bedell agreed .

in the Senate under the leadership of Senator Roman L. Hruska (R. , Neb. ), in 
view of the overwhelming vote in favor of the bill in the House.
